Cafeteria To Seat 300 


Larger and more efficient, the 
cafeteria, along with the private 
dining room, kitchen and a few 
offices, will occupy the lower floor 
of the basementless structure. Two 
Serving lines will be utilized, and 
students will eat their meals in an 
altractive dining area with a capac- 
ity of 300. The glassed-in west 
Wall will afford them a panoramic 
yiew of the campus. 


Den and lounge, both larger 
than at present, will be located on 
the second floor, as well as the 
chapel room.

Expanded offices of the Student 
Senate, TRUMPET, Fortress, col- 
lege news bureau and other stu- 
dent groups will comprise the bal- 
ance of space in the proposed 
project. 


“A real effort is being made to 
get this under way,” stated Pres- 
ident Becker, “and it is hoped that 
the students will lend their whole- 
hearted cooperation.”

Education Implies Liberty--Let’s Have It? 


What are we here for? 

Disregarding the grammatical awk- 
wardness of the above question, try to 
answer it. Hard thing to do, isn’t it? 
Of course, you could always say “To be 
educated,” but try to define that 
phrase. 

Education is a word that, along 
with democracy, liberalism, etc., is ex- 
tremely hard to pin down to one defin- 
ition. To memorize facts? To become 
acquainted with life? To learn how to 
live with people? It can include these 
definitions and many more. 

But to the college student, espec- 
ially the Christian college student, it 
should contain one more meaning—to 
learn with freedom. 

If Wartburg were located in 
Sminsk, Russia, this motto, of course, 
would be worthless. In spite of some 
opinion to the contrary, Wartburg and 
Towa are part of the United States, set 
up on the ideal of individual liberty 
under the law. = 

The question arises now—with all 
this heritage of freedom, are college 
students—Wartburg students in partic- 


ular—being allowed their correct por- 
tion of liberty? Are we moving about 
according to the utmost allowance of 
individual expresson, or are there ele- 
ments which are attempting to hamper 
this individualism? 

In recent years, and probably 
throughout the whole history of Wart- 
burg, there have constantly been 
groups which attempt to pressure stu- 
dents into conforming with their own 
particular beliefs. 

Even within the last year, letters 
have been sent to the Wartburg ad- 
ministration offices urging a score of 
bans to be placed on students. 

These people feel that because 
they have some sort of connection with 
the school it gives them a right to dic- 
tate the actions of its students—how 
they conduct their social life, what 
courses they take, what they are taught, 
ete. 

But if we go back to our definition 
of education—to learn with freedom— 
it’s easy to see how the pressure groups 
are actually attempting to hinder the 
students’ right to learn with the great- 


est amount of freedom possible—of 
course, as long as order is maintained. 


Into Thy Hands... 


On Thursday evening a student died— 
he died in agony, but now his suffering is 
over. 

For centuries poets, philosophers and 
theologians haye pondered a problem—this 
omnipresent problem presented by the fact 
that people die.

One of 20 U.S. scholars to 
attend the project, she spent an exciting three months travel- 
ing from southern Germany to the northern regions of Scand- 
inavia. 


Main purpose of the trip was to better the relationship between 
Lutheran students in Europe and America, thereby alleviating some 
of the fantastic ideas that the average European has about our country 
and our people. The three conferences she attended are a prelude to 
the international meeting of the World Council of Churches next year. 

Conferences and discussions were not maintained as a steady 
diet, however. A good deal of time was spent visiting the many 
places of historic interest abounding throughout Germany, England 
and the Scandinavian countries. 

During her seven-day stay in London, Bonnie included everything 
from a visit to St. Paul’s cathedral to Picadilly Circus, with a few 
choice operas and Buckingham Palace thrown in. Returning to the 
mainland she passed through the picturesque lowlands of Holland 
en route to Berlin and an excursion behind the Iron Curtain. 

According to Bennie, Berlin is the only place the Curtain can be 
penetrated and so, along with five other adventurous lasses, she went 
through. 

“East Berlin is still in pretty bad shape, especially in contrast 
with the rebuilt western half of the city,” stated Boni “it isn’t 
exactly the safest place to be, but it was exciting fun. 

“The German people are rather reluctant to have anything to do 
with us because our actions, especially in regard to politics, refuse to 
palanee up with what we profess as a Christian nation,” Bonnie re- 
called. 

“Yet a great many Europeans abide in the theme ‘Christian Hope,’ 
and in that we too can hope for a closer bond’ between the United 
States and the nations of Europe.”
